g ram, already partially approv ed 
by cong ress, wou ld pu t the na­ 
tion’s . peacetime land, sea and 
air forces in the best condition 
in history . 
President Roosev elt’s $552,000,- 
000 defense prog ram, cou ples 
with the nav y ’s req u est for abou t 
$750,000,000 and the army ’s an­ 
nu al appropriation of $450,000,- 
000, promise these resu lts within 
two y ears: 
1. The strong est American na­ 
v y in history , riv aled in mig ht 
q nly by Britain’s. 
2. An army air corps of 6,000 
planes, among the world’s larg ­ 
est, and a nav al air force of pos­ 
sibly 2,600 planes. 
3. A reg u lar army of 205,000 of­ 
ficers and men, fu lly eq u ipped 
for the first time with modern 
weapons, and a national g u ard 
of the same size better armed 
than a t any time since the World 
War. Mu ch eq u ipment also will 
be on hand for an army ofv 1,- 
000,000 in/ev ent of emerg ency . 
4. Indu stry g eared to tu rn ou t 
12,000 warplanes a y ear and 
ready to start a v ast flow of mu ­ 
nitions on short notice. 
5. Strong er permanent defens­ 
es for the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, the Panama Canal, and 
Hawaii, and nu merou s new air 
and nav al bases. 
Cong ressional approv al of leg ­ 
islation embody ing war depart­ 
ment req u ests will prov ide the 
army with: 
All eq u ipment for 34 modern 
anti-aircraft 
reg iments, 
al­ 
thou g h some will be inactiv e or 
skeletonized. 
Su fficient semi-au tomatic ri­ 
fles, anti-tank g u ns, commu nica­ 
tion eq u ipment, new or modern­ 
ized artillery , g as masks and 
other arms for a basic land 
force of 400,000, along with nec­ 
essary reserves of ammu nition. 
More than 150,000 of the new 
sem iau tom atic rifles, which the 
army considers the world’s best 
infantry 
weapon, 
are 
to 
be 
tu rned ou t in two y ears. 
President Roosev elt has asked 
an emerg ency appropriation of 
$110,000,000 for the armament 
prog ram, and an additional $55,- 
000,000 is inclu ded in the war de­ 
partm ent’s annu al su pply bill. 
Manpower is cau sing the war 
department little concern. Gen­ 
eral Malin Craig told a hou se 
committee recently that this was 
the army ’s “smallest problem.’* 
The army air corps is starting 
a recru iting campaig n to dou ble 
its su pply of military pilots, in 
adv ance of the administration 
prog ram to g iv e primary av iation 
training to 20,000 colleg e stu d­ 
ents each y ear.

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PENSIONS FOR CONGRESS 
A general retirement act for long-serv ice mem­ 
bers of Congress is said to be u nder contempla­ 
tion by sev eral leaders of that body . They are 
play ing with fire. 
When the terms of representativ es were fix ed 
a t two y ears and of senators at six , the intent 
was to insu re fu llest opportu nity for frequ ent 
change. 
Preserv ation of th at opportu nity is 
.v ital. Ev ery election ou ght to offer to the v oters 
the “free choice” th at President Roosev elt ex ­ 
tolled on the occasion of the 150th anniv ersary 
of the meeting of the First Congress. 
Establishment of a formal retirement sy stem 
after, say , 20 or 25 y ears, as thou gh ou r electiv e 
lawmakers were, from the ou tset, tentativ e ca­ 
reer men, a sort of civ il serv ice by grace of the 
ballot, wou ld be an incentiv e to electoral mau d- 
linism. “Don’t kick old Tom Smith ou t; he’s been 
in the Hou se (or Senate) 18 y ears and is only 
sev en y ears from a federal competence.” That 
is the sort of appeal 
th at wou ld be heard on 
the hu stings, despite the fact that old Tom Smith 
might by then be a man of impaired facu lties 
or one not at all in sy mpathy with changed 
sentiments of his district or state. 
No: An indispensable safegu ard of repre­ 
sentativ e gov ernment is the free and frequ ent 
ex ercise by the electorate of its ability to tu rn 
ou t the rascals, the incompetents, the men who 
do not go along with changed sentiments of 
their respectiv e constitu encies. No congression­ 
al seat shou ld be a sinecu re. Ev ery time a repre­ 
sentativ e or a senator aspires to su cceed him­ 
self the issu e shou ld be based on his record as a 
lawmaker, not on his length of serv ice. 
All thi£ talk of Solons hav ing sacrificed mu ch 
more lu crativ e legal careers to serv e the people 
falls on its own weight. After all, the choice 
was their own, and in the light of the ov er­ 
crowding of the legal profession there is ev ery 


reason to believ e there are far more $10,000 
lawmakers in Congress who wou ld be lu cky to 
be making $2,000 at their cou nty bars than there 
are potential ju risconsu lts im pov erishing them ­ 
selv es at their nation’s serv ice. 


YANKEE CLIPPER 
On the Pacific coast regu lar air serv ice be­ 
tween one continent and another has been ac­ 
cepted as an accomplished fact. Perhaps becau se 
the East has been so far remov ed from the con­ 
qu est of the Pacific by airplane, the idea of reg­ 
u lar Atlantic crossings by air is still pretty 
breath-taking 
to 
the 
cou ntry 
east 
of the 
Rockies. 
The ex cellent record of the Pacific clippers is 
now an old story . A few accidents hav e marred 
their triu mph, bu t the fact remains that nu m­ 
bers of people hav e flown from California to the 
Orient safely and on schedu le.* Easterners ac­ 
cept that fact bu t many of them still regard 
the Atlantic ocean is something more difficu lt 
than the Pacific. The ocean’s weather is tricky . 
The stretch between Newfou ndland and Ireland 
is a long one. Nev ertheless, the time has come 
when the airplane will attem pt the long hop, 
not as a spectacu lar stu nt, bu t as a commercial 
enterprise. 
One has only to compare the first tiny planes 
which attempted the crossing with the plane 
which is now designed for it, to realize the tre­ 
mendou s progress of av iation du ring the last 
decade. 
The Yankee Clipper carries fifty -fiv e pas­ 
sengers. It is the world’s largest transport plane, 
dedicated not to war bu t to the closer and more 
peacefu l relationship of nations.
